Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 1, 3-12, 14-23, and 26-36 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1 and 12, a comprehensive search of prior art of record failed 
to teach either alone or in combination an interface comprising: a programmable 
radio interface processor that includes at least one memory-mapped register 
configured to control data generated bv a serial bus processor: and a pluralitv of 
lookup tables which are indexed bv data received from the digital radio module, 
and which are programmed with data so as to compensate for one or more 
nonlinearities which mav be present in one of the pluralitv of analog radio 
modules, but are not accounted for in the digital module: wherein the serial bus 
processor receives data from the plurality of lookup tables, and uses data values 
retrieved from the lookup tables to generate processed data for controlling one of 
the analog radio modules. 

As to claim 23, a comprehensive search of prior art of record failed to 
teach either alone or in combination an interface comprising: a serial bus 
processor, a programmable radio interface processor; and a pluralitv of lookup 
tables indexed bv data received from the digital radio module which are 
programmed with data so as to compensate for one or more nonlinearities which 
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may be present in one of the plurality of analog radio modules, but are not 
accounted for in the digital module, wherein data yalues retrieyed from the 
lookup tables may be used to generate processed data for controlling one of the 
plurality of analog radio modules .
